The prior art of record fail to fairly teach a compressed air processing system for 
motor vehicles comprising, in combination with other limitations, an electronic control 
unit designed and arranged to control, in combination, at least one valve of a pressure 
control unit, at least one valve of an air dryer, a multi-circuit protection valve, and at 
least one controlled valve controlling an air suspension system of the vehicle.
